Consider Jupiter's ice-encrusted moon Europa, which is smaller than Earth's moon. Scientists recently used 20-year-old 
Voyager data to find even more evidence that Europa has twice as much water as our planet. Even tiny Pluto may have an 
ocean nearly as large as Earth's. 

Steve Vance, a planetary scientist at NASA's Jet Propulsion Laboratory, has kept a close eye on research about ocean 


worlds over the years. He has rounded up estimates of ice thickness and ocean depth throughout the solar system to 
calculate roughly how much water may exist. 


The graphic below uses Vance's data and other sources to show the probable volume of liquid water on nine known ocean 
worlds, including Earth:

Results are based upon more thg#300 analyses by USGS scientists of 
Cretaceous, Tertiary, and recent-age amber from 16 world sites.* The oldjst amber in this study is about 130 million 
years old.

A former preacher 
turned atheist debated 
me and said Noah’s ark 
could not float because 
a 6 master over 300 feet 
long had not been able 
to sail due to continued 
leaks from the sails 
twisting the ship. 


Rain poured down incessantly for 40 days, covering the earth to the 
depth of 15 cubits. After the rain stopped, the flood continued for 150 
days, until the water level started dropping, beginning with the 
seventh day of the seventh month. When the ark settled on a mountain 
top in Armenia, Noah released a raven to see if any part of the earth 
had emerged from the flood, but the bird returned to Noah. A week 
later, he sent out a dove, and it returned marked with clay and an olive 
branch in its mouth. Noah released the animals from the ark seven 
days later, sacrificed to God, and feasted with his family. The Arme- 
nians call that spot “the Landing Place,” and they show its remains to 
this day. —— 

This flood and the ark are mentioned by Berosus the Chaldean, who 
writes: “A portion of the vessel still survives in Armenia on the moun- 
tain of the Cordyaeans, and people carry off pieces of the bitumen as 
SaleronTs: ’” Nicolas of Damascus relates the story as follows: “In
